FOJ hoping for a 
big turnout at 
MPSC hearing 


Thursday will be a big day for 
members of the local environmen- 
tal group Friends of the Jordan. The 
group is asking area residents to 
show their support at Shanty Creek 
Resort in Bellaire where the 
Michigan Public Service Commis- 
sion will hold a public hearing at 7 
p.m. Thursday. At the hearing, the 
MPSC will hear public comment 
on an application submitted by 
Elmira businessman Walter 
Zaremba for a common carrier 
permit. 

If the MPSC grants the permit, 
Zaremba would be allowed to run a 
pipeline through the Jordan River 
Valley from an Antrim gas well on 
a 40-acre parcel of state owned 
land just off Cascade Road to 
which he holds the mineral rights. 

The FOJ has opposed 
Zaremba’s attempt to conduct 
drilling operations in the Jordan 
River Valley citing concerns over 
the environmental impact such 
activity would have on the area. 

Over the past year, Zaremba 
has run into several road blocks. 
The Department of Natural 
Resources, which controls the 
surface of the land, has said that it 
will not allow Zaremba to runa 
pipeline to a well. The Department 
of Environmental Quality has 


A dream that started with just a few 
strokes of a pen on a loan form back in April 
for Barbara Worgess became reality last 
Saturday as the East Jordan Pop- Warner 
Football program hosted its first games at 
Boswell Stadium. 

“It was so satisfying and heart warming 
to see it all come together after nine months 
of planning,” Worgess said. 

Under her direction, two teams, the Dirt 
Devils and the Super Devils, took the field 
in this inaugural season. The Dirt Devils are 
coached by Rich Clark and Bill Tisron; and 
the Super Devils are coached by Mike 
Merrill and Jon Crawford. 

Like Worgess, both Clark and Memill 
were involved with the former flag football 
league in East Jordan. 

“T don’t know who is more excited, the 
parents or the kids,” Worgess said before 
play got underway on Saturday. 

Pop-Warner is a national full contact 
football program for boys and girls ages 10- 
12 weighing between 80-120 pounds 
{without equipment). 

The games are officiated by Michigan 
High Schoo! Athletic Association football 
officials and are played with eight minute 
quarters. Each team is guaranteed one home 
game per season. 

The league has added several defensive 
restrictions to promote safety. Each team’s 


defense must have five people on the line of 
scrimmage at the start of each play. Blitzing 
is not allowed and the defense must line up 
at least one body length off the line of 
scrimmage to begin each play. 

Pop-Warner also has an excellent record 
for safety. According to Worgess, in the last 
two years there has not been a single game 
injury. 

Players also must maintain academic 
eligibility to participate. Worgess said that 
although academic eligibility guidelines 
have yet to be determined, she expects that 
they will be similar to the guidelines used by 
the school district. 

The Northwest Michigan Pop- Warner 
Conference is under the direction of the 
Grand Traverse YMCA. 

“The most important thing about this 
program is that it gives kids something 
positive to do after school,” Worgess said. 

The program will offset its $7,500 start- 
up cost and annual $2,500 budget with ticket 
sales, concessions, corporate sponsorships 
and various fund raisers throughout the year. 
The program benefited from a start-up grant 
from the Charlevoix Community Founda- 
tion. 

Ticket prices are $2 for adults, $1 for 
children and $5 per family. 

“We are very grateful to the community 
and the support they have shown us in our 


fundraising efforts,’ Worgess said. 

The season will culminate on Oct. 25 
when the top five teams from both confer- 
ences will meet in head-to-head competition 
at Thirlby Field in Traverse City.

Schools seeking help 


Instead of the three “R’s,” the East Jordan School 
Board had three “T’s”’ on its mind last Monday night — 
training, technical support, and technology. 

The issue came up during a presentation at the regu- 
lar board meeting in August by School Superintendent 
Chip Hansen and high school principal Gus Bishop of 
the district's Strategic Planning Steering committee’s an- 
nual report.

In the past, the district has used Computerland to 
trouble shoot any problems that have arisen. But Hansen 
said he is concerned about not having someone on site to 
Randle problems in a timely manner. 

“If we have a computer. go down, we need to have 
someone on-site to get it back up and running as Soon as 
possible,” Hansen said.

Under a tentative agreement, the school district will 
share a technology director with the East Jordan Iron 
Works. Hansen worked out the deal with school board 
member Kevin Keane who is EJIW’s Technology Direc- 
tor. 

The board gave Hansen approval to create a job de- 
scription, administrative contract and post the position. 
Hansen said he hopes to recommend someone to fill the 
position at the October board meeting. 

Board member Larry Chanda said, “Our technology 
is no better than the people we have running it and the 
support we have for it.” 

Hansen said the person in the position will not only 
troubleshoot problems but will also help train staff on 
using the technology, advise the school board on tech- 
nology concerns and help build the technology budget. 

In other business, the board ratified a three-year con- 
tract with the Food Service Association. The contract 
includes a 3.1 percent wage increase for the 1997-98 
school year, with increases matching those earned in the 
teachers’ contract through the 1999-2000 school year.

THE WONDER AND BEAUTY 
OF MONARCHS HAS

OF Lynn DEMING

hat could be more uplifting than 

seeing the wonder in the eyes of a 

child as he or she watches a butterfly 

float through the air in an open 
meadow on a warm summer day. 

Although she’s not a child anymore, that same 
look still glows in the eyes of Boyne City’s Lynn 
Deming whenever she sees a butterfly, especially a 
monarch butterfly. 

While for children interest in the colorful 
critters is usually a passing fancy, often inspired 
by an elementary school science class, for Lynn it 
has turned into a full fledged hobby for more than 
a decade now. 

She found her first milkworm caterpillar with 
her daughter Nikki about 11 or 12 years ago. They 
brought it home and put it in a jar where they 
watched and waited until it metamorphosed into a 
beautiful monarch butterfly. So enamored of this 
wonder of nature was Lynn that it became a hobby 
for her. While Nikki’s interest has long since 
waned, Lynn’s certainly has not. Her hobby has 
even earned her the unofficial title of “Madame 
Butterfly” at Allied Signal in Boyne City were she 
works as an assembler. 

Lynn can be found many days spending her 
lunch hour and break times combing the shore of 
Lake Charlevoix in search of milkworms — the 
caterpillars that will eventually become monarch 
butterflies. 

“T've even gotten some of my co-workers into 
it a little. Sometimes they’ ll come out and help me 
look on breaks,” she said. 

The Danaus plexippus, or monarch butterfly, 
is the most common species of butterfly. They live 
throughout the world, but mainly in North

The caterpillars, called milkworms because 
they feed on milk weed, can be distinguished by said. 
their black, yellow and white stripes. 

Once she finds them she takes them home, 
gives them milkweed to eat and waits for nature to 
take its course. 

While it can take a week or more before a 
caterpillar will attach to the top of the container 
and go into its chrysalis, Lynn said that when it 
happens, it often happens very quickly. 

“There have been times when I was watching 
America. one of them and looked away for a minute and

when I looked back it had already happened,” she 


Usually once the caterpillar has gone into its 
chrysalis, it takes about 10 days to two weeks to 
make the transformation into a butterfly. When the 
butterfly does emerge from its chrysalis, it must 
allow its wings to dry before it can fly. This 
usually takes anywhere from 1-3 hours. 

After “hatching” the butterflies are weak and 
need to eat. Lynn said they usually hang around 
for a day or two before they fly away. 

Lynn says she always lets the butterflies go

soon after they emerge from their chrysalis. 

“It would be cruel to keep them cooped up 
inside someplace,” she said. “Besides, it would be 
pretty tough to find a leash small enough to fit 
them.” 

Deming said that she usually starts finding the 
milkworm caterpillars in early July and continues

to find them until about mid September. 

Much like migratory birds, monarch butter- 
flies actually fly south in the winter. Their most 
common winter destinations are Mexico, Califor- 
nia and Florida. Some have been know to migrate 
as far as 1,800 miles. During its two-year life 
span, each butterfly will make the trip twice. 

Female Monarchs lay their eggs on the 
underside of milkweed leaves and when the larvae 
hatch they feed on the plants. As they do so, they 
accumulate a poisonous substance that makes 
them distasteful to birds and other predators. 

“Tt really is a low maintenance and low cost 
hobby and it’s great for kids. All you need is a 
little patience and a some kind of a ventilated 
container,” she said. “The only bad thing about it 
is that you can’t raise any in the winter.” 

This has been Lynn’s best year to date. She 
estimates she has raised more than 60 butterflies 
this year. 

In the future, she would like to create a 
solarium on her front porch where she can raise 
fluttery friends. 

“T wouldn't say that it’s an obsession, but I 
have often been tempted to stop the car on the side 
of the road to look for milkworms,” she said. ' ! 

Perhaps, after all these years, the allure for 
her still remains the chance to look at the world, if 
only for a while, through the eyes of a child.

Tooley graduated magna cum laude from Central Michigan 
University with a degree in fine arts in 1977. Moving to California 
in 1980 she studied stained glass from the master Tiffany 
reproductionists at Woolsey Studios in Anaheim, Calif. She learned 
the fused glass process studying at Cal State Fullerton and later 
developed her own style of combining iridescent space age fused 
dicroic glass (originally developed for use on the Hubbel Space 
Telescope) with the ancient Egyptian art of handmade wire wrapped 
jewelry. 

“LT recently lost my father, Art Tooley, who was a Michigan State 
Trooper and who grew up in Boyne City. I went with my mother, 
Phyllis (formerly Phyllis “Flip” Davis, the daughter of Ada and 
Louis Davis, who resides in Mt. Pleasant) to visit his grave site 
which is in Boyne City and it was so touching to see his name and 
those of so many of my family and friends of the family on the 
gravestones. 

“When we visited the Lighthouse Gallery and Gifts my mother 
showed me the painting by Deneille Spohn Moes named ‘The Great 
Parade’ which features a scene from downtown Boyne City with _ 
Tooley Meat!Market showing two children peering front the upstairs” 
windows, My aunt Arlene (Arlene Moore who resides in Boyne 
City) thinks that the two children are her and her twin brother Art 
(my father), but we have no way of knowing for sure.”

Fires and falls of all kinds are 
among the icading causes of injury 
and death in young children, accord- 
ing to ex- 
perts of the 
National 
Safety 
Council.

10-Point Window Safety 
Check List 


1. Keep children and children's play 
away from open windows and pa- 
tio doors. If you need ventilation, 
open windows that a child cannot 
reach. 

. Make sure your insect screens are 
properly installed and in good re- 
pair. They are designed to provide 
ventilation while keeping insects 
out. They are not designed to pre- 
venta child’s fall from a window. 

. Do not place furniture under win- 
dows.

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n 1922 Warren Harding was president, 
automobiles were just making their way into 
American society, televisions were only a 
dream, and F.O. Barden and Son lumber 
company opened for business in Boyne City. 

Seventy five years later, few aspects of life are 
the way they were back then. Except one. Barden’s is 
still owned by the same family. It’s in the same 
location and it uses the same motto: “Everything to 
build with.” 

Aldwyn, one of the founder’s sons, is now a 
father and grandfather. He semi-retired from the 
business in 1979 and his son Ed, who started in the 
business in 1960, took over. Ed’s son, Paul, works at 
the store and could be the fourth generation of 
Bardens to own the business. 

Barden’s has the distinction of being the oldest 
business in Boyne City owned by the same family. A 
few other businesses are older, but only Barden’s has 
remained under the same family ownership. 

The road to F.O. Barden and Sons’ 75th anniver- 
sary has not always been smooth. The business has 
survived two fires, one in 1965, and another in 1979, 
which burned the business to the ground. 

There’s also been competition, a lot of it, and 
maybe never as fierce as it is today. 

Still the business continues to prosper. And this 
year may be one of its best, according to Ed. There is 
more construction in Boyne City and the surrounding 
area than ever before, he said. 

“It’s tough to compete,” Ed said. “To some 
customers, it’s price alone. Others come in and don’t 
ask questions.” 

He credits his employees for much of the 
business’s success. “‘We get good compliments about 
our sales personnel,” Ed said. “They take more 
interest than the bigger stores.” 

Barden’s also belongs to a buyers group which 
allows it to stay competitive with chain stores.

Work on the original building began in 1921 
with F.O. Barden and his partner, Louis Behling. It 
opened in April, 1922. A year later, Barden bought 
out Behling and changed the name to F.O. Barden 
and Son. The son in the business was Russell, who 
was 26 at the time. 

F.O. started the business at the time because he 
knew his job with the Boyne City Lumber Company

boom in the area was about to end. 

But when the mill closed in October 1924, FO. 
was offered a position with a similar mill in New 
Hampshire.

daughter Marcia moved to New Hampshire. The 
family moved back to Boyne City in 1930 and : 
Aldwyn started working at the lumber yard while he 
was attending high school. He graduated from BCHS 
in 1932. He continued his education at Michigan ; 
State where he earned a degree in applied science in 
1936. After graduation he returned home and became 
a partner with his father and older brother. ; 

During World War II, Russell left the business to 
work in a Detroit defense plant. After the war he 
moved to Pickford in the Upper Peninsula where he 
worked at a lumber company until his death in 1950. 

FO. and Mabel Barden had three other children, 
Isabelle, Frank Jr., and Marcia. 

FO. died in 1951 at the age of 75. 

Ed joined the company in 1960, the same year 
Aldwyn started an 18-year tenure on the Boyne City 
Commission. Five of those years he served as mayor. 

Like his father and grandfather before him, Paul 
started working for the company when he was in high 
school. 

Aldwyn and his wife Jean, who now spend the 
winters in Florida, also have two daughters. Carole 
teaches in Harbor Springs and Barbara is head nurse 
in an Alzheimer’s Unit for a hospital in Rochester, 
N.Y. 

One of the greatest hurdles for Barden’s over the 
past 75 years was the devastating fire in 1979 set by 
an arsonist. The business, except for two metal 
storage buildings, burned to the ground. 

But even in the ashes, Barden’s was opened for 
business Monday morning, tess than two days after 
the fire. And from those ashes rose the new Barden’s. 
The 17,000 square foot facility opened in the spring 
of 1980. 

Now as the business celebrates its 75th anniver- 
sary, it has expanded its services and product lines 
and makes every effort to provide its customers 
“Everything to build with.”

Ramblers had their chances, but it was not their night

What happened to those Ramblers last Friday?

THE CITY OF BOYNE CITY ORDAINS: 

35.052 Section 2. Containers. 

There shall be no private dumpsters or waste containers located on 
public property within the City of Boyne City. On day of pickup garbage 
and waste contained in proper receptacles may be placed at street 
side. The following regulations apply according to zoning districts as 
they exist and as they may be amended from time to time: Only refuse 
containers of .5 cubic yards or less are allowed in zoning districts R-1 
(low density residential), R-2 (medium density residential), or PRD 
(planned residential), except during the time of remodeling or construc- 
tion during which a valid zoning or building permit has been issued, or 
City Administration has been notified that remodeling is in progress. 
Such Administration approval will be for a 30 day time period. In the
